DIVISION I1

ADMINISTRATION AND REGULATION2

APPROPRIATIONS3

Section 1. DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES.4

1. There is appropriated from the general fund of the state5

to the department of administrative services for the fiscal6

year beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June 30, 2011, the7

following amounts, or so much thereof as is necessary, to be8

used for the purposes designated:9

a. For salaries, support, maintenance, and miscellaneous10

purposes, and for not more than the following full-time11

equivalent positions:12

b. For the payment of utility costs:15

.................................................. $ 3,127,08516

............................................... FTEs 1.0017

Notwithstanding section 8.33, any excess funds appropriated18

for utility costs in this lettered paragraph shall not revert19

to the general fund of the state at the end of the fiscal year20

but shall remain available for expenditure for the purposes of21

this lettered paragraph during the succeeding fiscal year.22

It is the intent of the general assembly that the department23

shall reduce utility costs through energy conservation24

practices. The goal of the general assembly is to reduce25

energy use by 10 percent to save money, conserve energy26

resources, and reduce pollution.27

c. The department shall, with the goal of reducing costs,28

reduce the size of the state fleet, examine policies on29

when state vehicles are assigned and circumstances for when30

employees take state vehicles home, and consider guidelines31

for when to sell and purchase new vehicles. The department32

shall submit a report to the general assembly by January 1,33

2011, concerning the department’s efforts to reduce state motor34

vehicle fleet costs, including data on the extent of savings35
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realized.1

2. Members of the general assembly serving as members of2

the deferred compensation advisory board shall be entitled3

to receive per diem and necessary travel and actual expenses4

pursuant to section 2.10, subsection 5, while carrying out5

their official duties as members of the board.6

3. Any funds and premiums collected by the department for7

workers’ compensation shall be segregated into a separate8

workers’ compensation fund in the state treasury to be used9

for payment of state employees’ workers’ compensation claims10

and administrative costs. Notwithstanding section 8.33,11

unencumbered or unobligated moneys remaining in this workers’12

compensation fund at the end of the fiscal year shall not13

revert but shall be available for expenditure for purposes of14

the fund for subsequent fiscal years.15

4. For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010, and ending16

June 30, 2011, the rate set for a service provided solely17

by the department of administrative services as determined18

pursuant to section 8.6, subsection 16, paragraph “c”, shall19

not exceed the rate set for that service as of January 1, 2010.20

Sec. 2. REVOLVING FUNDS.21

1. There is appropriated to the department of22

administrative services for the fiscal year beginning July23

1, 2010, and ending June 30, 2011, from the revolving funds24

designated in chapter 8A and from internal service funds25

created by the department such amounts as the department deems26

necessary for the operation of the department consistent with27

the requirements of chapter 8A.28

2. There is appropriated to the information technology29

division of the department of management for the fiscal year30

beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June 30, 2011, from the31

revolving funds designated in chapter 8B and from internal32

service funds created by the division such amounts as the33

division deems necessary for the operation of the division34

consistent with the requirements of chapter 8B.35
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Sec. 3. FUNDING FOR IOWACCESS.1

1. Notwithstanding section 321A.3, subsection 1, for2

the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June 30,3

2011, the first $1,000,000 collected and transferred by the4

department of transportation to the treasurer of state with5

respect to the fees for transactions involving the furnishing6

of a certified abstract of a vehicle operating record under7

section 321A.3, subsection 1, shall be transferred to the8

IowAccess revolving fund for the purposes of developing,9

implementing, maintaining, and expanding electronic access to10

government records as provided by law.11

2. All fees collected with respect to transactions12

involving IowAccess shall be deposited in the IowAccess13

revolving fund and shall be used only for the support of14

IowAccess projects.15

Sec. 4. STATE EMPLOYEE HEALTH INSURANCE ADMINISTRATION16

CHARGE. For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010, and ending17

June 30, 2011, the monthly per contract administrative charge18

which may be assessed by the department of administrative19

services shall be $2 per contract on all health insurance plans20

administered by the department.21

Sec. 5. AUDITOR OF STATE.22

1. There is appropriated from the general fund of the state23

to the office of the auditor of state for the fiscal year24

beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June 30, 2011, the following25

amount, or so much thereof as is necessary, to be used for26

the purposes designated, and for not more than the following27

full-time equivalent positions:28

For salaries, support, maintenance, and miscellaneous29

purposes:30

The auditor of state may retain additional full-time33

equivalent positions as is reasonable and necessary to34

perform governmental subdivision audits which are reimbursable35
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pursuant to section 11.20 or 11.21, to perform audits which are1

requested by and reimbursable from the federal government, and2

to perform work requested by and reimbursable from departments3

or agencies pursuant to section 11.5A or 11.5B. The auditor4

of state shall notify the department of management, the5

legislative fiscal committee, and the legislative services6

agency of the additional full-time equivalent positions7

retained.8

2. As a condition of receiving funding appropriated in9

this section, for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010, and10

ending June 30, 2011, the auditor shall comply with all of the11

following requirements:12

a. The rates and fees set by the auditor to conduct audits13

for the fiscal year shall not exceed the rates and fees set for14

conducting audits as of January 1, 2009.15

b. The auditor shall not seek reimbursement from16

departments and agencies specified in section 11.5B in an17

amount that exceeds the total amount reimbursed to the auditor18

by those departments and agencies for the fiscal year beginning19

July 1, 2008.20

c. The auditor shall not seek reimbursement from21

governmental subdivisions for audits which are reimbursable22

pursuant to section 11.20 or 11.21 in an amount that exceeds23

the total amount reimbursed to the auditor by governmental24

subdivisions for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2008.25

d. Notwithstanding any provision of this subsection to the26

contrary, the auditor may seek reimbursement from departments27

and agencies specified in section 11.5B, and governmental28

subdivisions, in an amount that exceeds the total amount29

reimbursed to the auditor by those departments, agencies, or30

governmental subdivisions for the fiscal year beginning July31

1, 2008, for audits required by the federal government and32

reimbursable from federal funds.33

e. For purposes of this subsection, “total amount34

reimbursed” does not include amounts reimbursed for audits35
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required and reimbursed from federal funds.1

Sec. 6. AUDITOR OF STATE —— DISCRETIONARY AUDITS. For the2

fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June 30, 2011,3

the auditor of state, in addition to any other requirements4

provided in this Act, shall not seek reimbursement from5

departments and agencies specified in section 11.5B for any6

discretionary audit that the auditor initiates or has initiated7

on the auditor’s own authority and which is not specifically8

required by statute. Notwithstanding the prohibition contained9

in this section, the auditor shall perform all necessary audit10

duties related to any financial report required to be compiled11

by a department or agency that the auditor has previously12

audited in the normal course of the auditor’s duties, whether13

or not such financial report is required by law. Any amounts14

reimbursed in association with such audit shall be limited to15

the amounts reimbursed for the audit of such report during the16

previous reporting period. However, the auditor of state may17

seek reimbursement for the cost of conducting a discretionary18

audit from any moneys recovered pursuant to any criminal or19

civil action arising out of the discretionary audit.20

Sec. 7. IOWA ETHICS AND CAMPAIGN DISCLOSURE BOARD. There21

is appropriated from the general fund of the state to the22

Iowa ethics and campaign disclosure board for the fiscal year23

beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June 30, 2011, the following24

amount, or so much thereof as is necessary, for the purposes25

designated:26

EXPLANATION18

Division I of this bill relates to and appropriates moneys19

to various state departments, agencies, and funds for the20

fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010, and ending June 30, 2011.21

The division makes appropriations to state departments and22

agencies including the department of administrative services,23

auditor of state, Iowa ethics and campaign disclosure board,24

department of commerce, offices of governor and lieutenant25

governor, Terrace Hill quarters and drug control policy office,26

department of human rights, department of inspections and27

appeals, department of management, Iowa public employees’28

retirement system, secretary of state, treasurer of state, and29

department of revenue, and the rebuild Iowa office. The bill30

also appropriates funding for the state’s membership in the31

national governors association.32

Division II concerns audits performed by the auditor of33

state.34

Code section 8D.13, concerning the Iowa communications35
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network, is amended to eliminate the requirement that the1

auditor of state examine, no less than annually, the financial2

condition and transactions of the Iowa telecommunications and3

technology commission.4

Code section 11.5B, concerning repayment of audit expenses5

by state departments, is amended to provide that audits6

relative to the financial administration duties of the7

department of management and the information technology8

division of the department of management are reimbursable.9

The division also provides that the cost of audits required10

to be conducted by the auditor for the Iowa corn promotion11

board, Iowa sheep and wool promotion board, Iowa egg council,12

and the Iowa turkey council may be reimbursed from moneys13

collected by the applicable board or council.14
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
